• The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted as amended. 

• David White of the Conservation Commission reviewed the Water Bodies’ 
Assessment and Recommendations Spreadsheet and Report, for submission to the 
Finance Committee. 

• The warrant article for the water bodies fund was submitted to the town counsel. 
Brad suggested that it be presented to the Fin Com by the Conservation 
Commission, which is reviewing all 14 water bodies in town. David will ask the 
Con Com to do this. Steve recommended asking for $50,000 to be appropriated for 
the total of water bodies listed. Joey Glushko reported that the warrant article is 
now in the Town Counsel’s hands for review. . 

• Dick Terry is working on a fresh copy of the Fertilizer Flyer. 

• Aquatic Control Technology (ACT) submitted their report to the National Heritage 
and Endangered Species Program and the Conservation Commission. 

• Steve Ricci recommended that the endangered species survey be given to the Spy 
Pond Committee or Conservation Commission. 

• Regarding Trails Day on May 14, Arlington/Belmont crew team rowers cannot be 
there. Brad will try to arrange an alternate date when they can help. A Spy Pond 
Committee member should be there to supervise tasks, such as control of invasive 
plants. Bill Eykamp will contact MyRWA to see if sharing of community service 
labor is available. Elizabeth Karpati suggested discussing a date with them that 
respects their priorities, with the viewpoint that we are all part of the same 
watershed. 

• The Spy Pond Committee report will be prepared by Brad for inclusion in the 
Vision 2020 annual report. Information will include the need for effective 



treatment of the pond and the negative consequences this year of not being able to 
treat the pond.
